, The London oounby council gave a hear- 
ing yesterday on the appeal against the 
abtion of the licensing comtnittee in order- 
ing the promenadoe of the Empire music hall 
to be oiosed. Crowds gathered inside and 
outside of the coancil hall and tlie galleries 
wore filled with ballet dacosrs, living pic- 
ture posers, etc , together with a number of 
members of tlie Saoinl Parity League. In 
all the obapela of London and the suburbs 
during tbe week prayer meetings were hold 
in favor of tho uotion of the committee. Tho 
managers of the Empire announced that if 
the appeal failed tho hall would nob he 
opened again. Tho council finally sustained 
the lioenaing committee. 

There have been no recent conlliots between 
native rival bands in Samoa. All the war- 
riors ire still under arms, however, and the 
people are prepared for an outbreak ab any 
time. 

; HAWAIIAN HAPPBNINQS. 

Convention of the American Union Party— 
Their Platform— Cable Commlsaloners 
Inspect Bird lalanil. 

San Francisco, Oct. 27,— (Per steamer 
Alameda.— Honolulu Ool. 19 )— Oa the I3th 
a convention of ',tO delegates of tbe Ameri- 
can union party for this island, met, adopted 
a platform of 17 arbicles and noniiiated for 
the election of the 29bb, six aenato'rs and six 
repreeentatives. The leading plank in tho 
platform declares annexation to bo tbe fore- 
moat mission of tbe party. Three plaaka 
oppose the further introduction and oDiploy 
ment of Asiatic laborers. Reform is asked 
in land distribution and baiation, and home 
steads for native Hawaiians aro recommend 
ed. Any action for annexation will be in 
tho hands of tho state, While aoms of thu 
planters are disaflected towards annexation, 
tho groat body of tho whites are urgent for 
it, as tbe great majority are for a stable 
government. 

H. B. M. S. Hyacinth 'letamed on the 
ICth, with the two oablo commissioners, 
MesBra. Fleming and Mercer, and H. B. M, 
Minister Hawes from a throo days' absence 
to inspect Bird ielaad, A number of soand- 
inga were taken, showing aioderate depths 
in tho vicinity of tbe island. 



QUARANTINE BEeULATIOKS. 

The New Orders Which Went Into Effect Yes- 
terday— Sommary of Their Provisions. 

Under the crder in oouCiCii aDuouncing tho 
adoption of tbe now c^aarautino regulations 
which went into efTect ycatfrday, the rules 

Sroviously in existmco and eBtublished in 
uno, 1893, are rescinded. Tbe new rules 
provide that tho only organiiisd quarantine 
station ia British Columbia ia at Albert 
Head. Of this atatioa Victoria is declared 
to bo a sub-station, and every, port ib tho 
ProviDOO ia declared to be an nnorgan 
izod quarantine atation. Ib ia to bo 
under tbe ioimediate charge of a 
apeoUUy appointed medical offioer, but at 
each of tho unorganized quarantine statlona 
tho local oustoma ooliootor is to be the quar- 
antine oliicer for the purposes of tho rctjula- 
tlons. Every vessel arriving from any port 
outside of Canada ab any organised qnaran- 
tine station ia to be examined by the officer 
there, and is not bo be allowed to make any 
customs entry at any porb until she has ro- 
uoivod a clean bill of health. No person is 
to bo allowed to land until doolared by the 
quarantine ofTioer to be freo from infectious 
dieeaee, and when in tho opinion of tho 
oiricer such landing can bo made without 
monaoo to the public health, 

Coasting vesBoIafrom United States ports 
oontiguoua to Canada and free from infeoti- 
ous diseases may from time to tlmo be ex- 
empted from these regulations by order of 
tho Minister of Agriculture. Any of Her 
Majeaty's ships of war or tronsports with 
troops, accompanied by a medical health 
oflioor and in a healthy state, are exempt 
from these regulations, Tho qunractifie 
oirioor ia to satisfy himself by examlnQtiou 
of a vessel, her passeugera and their baggage, 
or by the statement on oath oi hor surgeon 
or both, Tho rogulations set forth fully tho 
plans to be used in dislnffloting ships, 
for which complete arrangements havo 
been made at Albert Head, A vessel may 
be inspeoted ab any liour during the bwenty. 
four, bub the right is reserved bo the. minis- 
ber to order that during an epldemla Inspea- 
bion shall only take place during daylight. 
Any vessel is allowad the right before break- 
ing bulk to pub to sea In prelerenoe to going 
IntQ. quarantine. All ooitaiinonrred in the 
maintenance of healthy nenona^ who may 
baye been exposed to .Infeotlon ihall.bo 
borne by tho veiaeli bnb peraona acbnally 



sick will bo treated and taken core of by the 
quarantine hospitals at the expense of the 
government. If a vossei is allowed to pro- 
ceed, leaving its paBBengers in quarantine, 
their subeequenb removal sholl bo ab tbe ex- 
psnie of the vesaei. 

The graver quarantlnable diseasoa are : 
Asiatic cholera, smallpox, typhua fever, yel- 
low fever and tho plague. The minor : 
Scarlet fever, onterio (typhoid) fever, diph- 
theria, moasloB and chicken-pox, la addi- 
tion to the above reoital it is the duty of 
every quarantine offioer to satisfy himself as 
to tho proaenoe or abience of any other con- 
tagious or infeotiouB disease ; and with re- 
speob to ieproay itia the duty of every quar- 
antine ofUcer, and particularly on Uie Pacific 
coast, to satisfy himself as to the fact of the 
preaenoe or absence of Buch disease among the 
passengers, and iu the event of any case 
of Buoli diseases being found the person 
aiTcotod shall not be allowed to land, but 
muBb be taken back by the vessol to the 
place whence he or she oame. Pilots are 
required to famish incoming vcssols with a 
copy of the regnlations. 

Every passenger will be required to satlBfy 
the quarantine ' offioer-'^thab be or • she has 
boon vaocinated^or'' haa'lbad the 'Bmallpdx. 
Ships' snrgeona/are nrged^bo Riktisfy them- 
eelvea that aU^pauengera have been>T«ooin- 
ated wi(ihih'BeTen,y«ara^'Bnd"in> ease they 
have nob been to vaccinate them and furnish 
them with a oertifioate.' < ' ■• 



LORD ABERDEEN. 

Arrival and Enthusiastic Reception at Vernon 
-Address and Luncheon, 

Tho Vernon News containa a report of the 
proceodingo attendant on the reception of 
tho Eirl and Countess of Aberdeen at Ver- 
non on Saturday week. Never, it says, haa 
the city presented such a holiday appearance 
as on that oooagion, the town being hand- 
somely deoorated, every available flag hav- 
ing apparently boon called in requisition. 
On tho arrival of tbe train it was boarded 
by Mayor Martin, and as he emerged from 
it accompanied by the diatlognlibed visit- 
ors, the oity band played '* Gdd"'SiTei*the 
Qaoen." 

The city clerk read a very cordial address, 
to which His Excellency replied in a most 
pleasieg and graceful manner. He said that 
ho was delighted with tbe hearty assurance 
and confidence of the people, and observing 
that tho prof>reBB of tbe dlstriot had not been 
by leaps and bounds but by steps, said he 
believed that in the long run that is the 
right kind of progrfBS. Sustained effort Is as 
a rule necessary for th'e'atteintnenb of any 
real snocess. " We do not wanb," he said, 
" to bo ciroumsoribad r by' old'bime' notions ; 
nor do we want boaatfar'exHgertiona, we 
want steady and firm and indnatriona pro- 
gress," ' , • , 

At the conclusion of the speech Mias Enid 
Ireland presented Lady Aberdeen with' a 
bouquet of cut flowers, another being pre- 
sented to Lady Marjorie Gordon by little 
Myra ElliBon. A reception r.nd lunch took 
place at tbe Kalomalka, a hotel. Mayor Mar- 
tin presiding, tho invitations being limited 
to the city oQicialB, the clergy and the local 
maglatratea, with their wives. The toasts 
were the Queen, the Governor-General and 
Lady Aberdeen and tho Army and Navy. 

After lunch His Excellency was pre- 
Bonted by Mr. A. L. Fortune with an ad- 
dress on behalf of tbe pioneers of the dia- 
triob. In his acknowiedgmenb Lord Aber- 
deen paid a warm bribute to the agricultural 
capabilities of tho district, as well as to the 
qualities of the people by which ib was 
settled. 

On Tuesday evening the Vioe-Regal party 
attended a very successful concert given un- 
der tho auspices of the English church. His 
Excolleuoy observed, in some happy remarks 
which he made at the close of the proceed- 
ings, that one of his ancestors had gob inbo 
hot water from being too strong an Episco 
palian and another had got into hot water 
from being too strong a Presbyterian.

CONSUMING EVERYTHING. 

Progress of the Forest Fires In the Western 
Statea-The Havoc They Are 
Canaing. 

Omaha, Oct. 27. — Lashed on by a furious 
wind, tbe prairie fires that are now raging 
in tho northwestern part of the state are 
traveling with almost lightning like rapid- 
ity and consuming everything in their track. 
Thursday night ' the blaze was driven 
through the central portion of Sheridan and 
Chorry counties, and iu their trade wore tho 
big Osborne and Spado ranches and a num- 
ber of aiuallor ones. Yesterday morning not 
a veatigo of these ranohea remained except 
the bare and scorched ground. Late in the 
afternoon the iire is reported to havo reached 
Pullman, and the whole county in that 
neighborhood is a raging furnace. It is not 
known whether any lives are lost or not, 
bub thousands of hoad of cattlo have per- 
ished. People In tho track of tho fire are 
fleeing for their lives, leaving all thsir pro- 
perty to the meroy of tho flames, At Hem- 
ingford, John Bliss, one of the men ba^Iy 
burned whilo fighting the demon, ia reported 
aa dead, and another of the viotlma'd^ing. 
Tho flames, ib is feared^'^'may'ab an&^tlme 
jump tho Fremonb, Elkhora and rMiaBonrI 
Valley Black Hills' traoka; ' Thevblaee Is 
supposed to have been^aet'by,'fir'flriinkenman 
near Mullin, bubthla'ia nob adbbentio. So 
far the flames have traversed a stretch of 
oountry over 200 miles in length and several 
mIloB wide at Heola, where considerable 
damage was done. At this place the wind 
turned south, driving the flamea to an, aa 
yet, unviaited oountry. 

AFFAIBS IN SAMOA. 

Petition to Bemove President Schmidt of tbe 
Foreign Oommlaslon. 

AriA, Oct, 10, — A movement haa been 
Bocretly inaugurated here to oiroiilate' a 
potition to tho throo treaty powers urg- 
ing the removal of President Sobmidb, with 
whoso administration there: ia oonaiderable 
diaaatlafacbion. The German warships Buz- 
zard and Falke are abill here. The British 
cruiser Curaooa will be'relieved in about a 
week by the Wallaroo.

THE PAGPIGi CABLE. 



Return of Sandford Fleniingr From 
Honolulu— Wliat He Says in 
an Interview. 



A Route Bcqnired Nearer tlie Ha- 
waiian Gronp Tlian Fanniogr 
Island. 

San Francisco, Oct. 27.— Sandford Flem. 
lug, commissionor from the Canadian gov- 
ernment to Hawaii in the interest of the 
proposed Canadian-Australian cable, ar- 
rived here on the steamer Alameda yester- 
day. On bis mission bo the Pacific islands 
he was accompanied by W. H, Meroer, of 
the colonial office in London, Mr, Fleming 
said thab the governments of Canada and 
Australia have resolved to lay a cable. 
There are a number of islands in the possseB- 
slon of Great Britain between Australia and 
Canada, aorota which the cable might be 
stretched, and he mentioned tho Solomon, 
Gilbert and Fiji groups, and Norfolk and 
Fanning islands. With stations ab these 
points there would be no neceaaity for land- 
ing the cable on islands which are nob 
liritish. The projectors of the enterprise 
appreciate the business considerations which 
make it essential that any Pacific cable 
shall touch ab the islands of Samoa and 
Hawaii. The former ib is proposed to reach 
by a aborb branch from Fiji, Ib would nob 
be poiaible bo oonneob'Hawaii irom' the near'. 
est mid-ocean ' abation ' at-' Fanning island, 
whioh ia over 800 milea'diataat' from Hono- 
lulu. To'avbid thia Ioag;waate^of dable'lt 

as deemed neoeaaaty ' toi' obbain'>'<»' rdnte 
nearer the Ha\^aliah group. To seiiVttre (he 
noceaaary oonoeaalena from Hawaii was tho 
misaion of Messrs. Fleming and Mercer to 
tbe islands. Conoeiniug the measure of 
their snooeBS, Mr. Fleming said : 

"It the Hawaiian government evinced 
any desire to meet us, we were instructed to 
open negotiations and to point out how and 
on what terms the Hawaiian people could 
secure the advantages of a telegraphic 
service. After a number of interviews 
with tbe principal officials oi the Hawaiian 
government a cordial understanding was 
reached, and before our doparturo we left 
with them a memorandum ot agreement, the 
terms of whioh we are prepared to recom- 
mend to those whom we represent. We did 
not ask them to cede any island or any por- 
tion of Hawaiian territory to us. What wu 
did ask was that they should lease bo uv 
Bird, Necker or some other uninhabited 
island outside tbe main group, probably 300 
or 400 miles from Honolulu, to be used as a 
telegraph mid-ocean station only. From 
thence a branch line would be run to Hono- 
lulu, 

" We asked for no exclusive rights for 
telegraphic connection, but we proposed, if 
given a satiafactory lease of one or these

The arraoge- 
menb is, of oonraoT'^aibjijSS to the approval 
of all the governiEienfii'CHDnderned, and I may 
mention that bhe Uoited States has som'e- 
bhing boaay In bbe mabter. By the terms of 
Hawaii's breaty of reciprocity with tbn 
United States, Hawaii is forbidden to grant 
to any other power any lease of or Hen npou 
any portion of Hawaiian territory. It ia 
quite understood that the first step of the 
Hawaiian government will be to appeal to. 
Washington City for oasent to grant the, 
privileges which we ask. No difficulty is 
adticipated. We go from San Francisco to 
Ottawa. We shall not go to Washington,, 
as has boon stated, to urge tho United States 
government to granb the request of the 
Hawaiian government for its consent in tbe 
matter of giving us a lease to one of tbe 
islanda. That is outside of our province and 
we will leave it in the bands of Hawaiian^ 
themselvea. .

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BUBNED IN THEIR BEDS. 



Total Destractluu of a Hotel at 
Seattle— Many Lives 
Lost 



Terrible Awakening for Many Victims 
—A Horribly HeartrendlDi; 
Scene. 



Seattle, Oob. 27.— Twelve dead bodtoa 
found, and at least eight more auppoaed to 
have lost thoir Uvea, with many persona 
terribly injared, are the reeulta of a oor- 
flagration which early thia inorninf( oon- 
aumed the West Street hotel in thia city. 
Shortly after 1 o'olook. Offioer F. £. Bryant, 
while patrolling the waterfront, saw flamea 
iaauing from the Weat Street hotel and 
turned in an alarm. He then ran to the 
reaouo of tho people aaloep in the building 
About the aame inatant Night Clerk S. F, 
Butler heard an exploaion in the kitchen of 
the hotel, and ran upataira from the office 
to find that apartment all ablazg. He 
ruabed through tho oorridora to awaken the 
inmatea, bul unfortunately ho waa too late 
to rouaa many who by that time were 
corpaea, aa the fire aoemed almoat inatan- 
taneoualy to penetrate every part of the 
interior. 

The fire department waa aoon on hand 
but oould do nothing bocauao of tho corru- 
gated iron buildtn); in which tho hotel was 
aituated, and tho fire ate ita way 
quickly throughout. The firat inti 
motion of tho terrible nature of the 
fire waa when Firemen Davioa, Mo 
Donald ond Clarke found tho body of a 
man in a room at the head of tho stuira at 
the Weat street entrance pinned to tho floor 
by tho bod. Ho waa apparently dressing 
when overcome by the smoko and auil jcatod, 
for the only clothing ho had on was his 
trouaera and boots. Tho body waa terribly 
burned and almost unrooogniz^kble. A few 
minutes later new diaooveriea wore made 
and then the fearful nature of the Qre fiend's 
.vork was realized in all its ghaatly featurea. 
The plaoe being a tinder box, the lodgers 
had no time to saya . themselves, and death 
came' without warning. They probably 
were awakened by the beat and roar of the 
fltmea, and opening the doorsof their room a 
were met by the aeething flames from the 
hallways, death being then almost instanta- 
neous. 

Offioer Bryant and a gentleman who de- 
clined to give his name were together when 
they noticed the incipient blaze and turned 
in the alarm. Picking up a short ladder ly- 
ing in the alley they lifted it on the ahoul- 
ders of one of them and by thia means 
rescued twenty-three persona, going from 
window to window. One man by the name 
of D. B. Glaaa, who jumped to the aidewalk 
dressed only in his uaderclothea, waa picked 
np and carried into the waiting room of the 
S., L. S. & E. R. R , while the patrol wagon 
was sent for. Ho stated that he had been 
here for two weeks and had come from 
Champagne county, Now York. He com- 
plained of pains in his back and ankle, but 
bow serioualy he was injured la not known. 
Another who jumped waa C, B. Johnson, a 
Swede who had only arrived the same night 
from .Minot, N.D. His hair was badly 
scorched and his hands and arms suffered 
severely from burns from where he 
had caught hold. However, when the patrol 
wagon arrived he mounted the box and was 
driven to the hospital along with Glasp. 

It was 2:45 o'clock when the fire waa aaf- 
fioiently under control to admit of any part 
of thenpstairs of the hotel being examined. 
At tbab hoar Fira Chief -Hunt. Chief of 
Folioef; Bogerai Coroner Horton, Deputy- 
Coroner Green and newspaper reporters 
made their way to; the seoond floor and 
waded about bi the water and blaokened 
debris. In the oentreof the building were 
found nine bodies in a spaoe'of about rwelre 
feet square. The smell of burning flesh 
pervaded the air j burning embers were be- 
noath the feet, and the whole presented the 
aspect of a holocaust, eometimes read of 
but seldom seen. Amid atiiiing amoko and 
burning embera, treading caretuUy through 
the devious paaaagea of the building, the 
aearchera found a body charred beyond re- 
oognition, the flcah burned to a crisp, and 
noc a vestige of clothing on the form. A 
little further on in tho aamo paeaagoway 
was another body, evidently that of a 
woman, face upward and hands outstretched 
as if fighting for life and appealing for as- 
sistance which never came. There was 
little left of the woman's form, for part of 
the body waa oharred, and the burned bones 
lay around it. 

In what was one room, were aix bodies 
huddled together aa if the unfortunate be- 
ings were overcome with amoke while en- 
deavoring to escape and fell a prey to the 
flames. In tho hall or paaaageway was an- 
other body, evidently that of an aged 
woman. Her body was fearfully contorted ; 
tier faoe was upward, and. the form present- 
ed was that of one who had died in the most 
violent agony. Xhe burned arms and handa 
were uplifted, and in one blaokened burned 
bond was a handful of hair, as if she in her 
agony bad olutohed it in despair. But 
the saddest sight of all was found in an in- 
side room off the passageway which led to 
West street. There calmly lying in a 
charred and blackened bod was evidently an 
entire family. The father lay on one aide, tho 
wife next to him, and a little burned and 
blackened arm, tho fleah falling in ahrcda 
from it, tho aniall iin((ora clutched, ahowed 
that a Utile child was among tho victima 

Crouched in a corner of a email inaido 
room, two ohurrod and naked akolotonR mot 
the gaz3. Tho fleah waa burned from each, 
and tho firat, that of a man, with blaokened 
Btumpa of arma aoemed to ho fighting an im 
pending danger. Immediately behind him, 
also bolt upright, i^nd clutching his waist 
was tho ekeloton of a woman. The eyoa 
wore burned from tho sockets of each, but 
oven then one could easily imagine the look 
of horror, tho deadly fear which pervaded 
the fated couple aa they fought with an ud 
seen foe. Startled, they had risnn from 
their oouoh, tho amoke and flames had 
rushed in upon them, and before tbey had 
realized their awful danger they were over- 
powered, and .died the most horrible of 
deaths. In another room was found a aknli 
only, the thi((b bones and *nns>dl< a human 
body with the entire frame burned, only the 
entrails he»ldeB remaining. .. 'li was, ,im' 
possible to tell either the age or the sex of 
tho nnfortunate, 

At 3 o'clock, while the firemen were 
groping through the ruins for irioro bodies, 
ft woman named Walah came to tho Colum- 
bia street entrance, asking to bo taken up- 
ataira among the ruins to search for her gold 
wotoh and purse left in a room on tho VS'oat 
street side of tho hotel, which she had occu- 
pied with a Mrs. Smith and her child. She 
stated that aho ond Mra. Smith and tho 
child were in bed. She waa aroused by a 
passing troin, then by someone in tho halls 
shouting " firo," They hastily jumped out 
of bed, opened the door and aaw flimcs at 
tho ond of the hall. Retaining hor rcif. 
possession she called to Mrs. Smith to follow 
her, ana tho three ran along tho hall, whore 
they found a man who piloted them through 
a blinding smoke out to some baoic passage- 



way and out into, the air. While running 
through the halls she saw men and women 
on all sides and all seemed paralysed. , 
Mrs. Walsh at this point inalsted on 

e upstairs to searoh for her money, 
firjsmen with . lanterns piloted tho 
woman up the oharred stairway and through 
a labyrinth of half bnrned timbers, parti- 
tions and flooring. She guided them to the 
west ond of the upper floor and there, stick- 
ing through a pile of oindera, appeared two 
grinnlog akuUu burned while, attached to 
cwu halt baked budiea, one evidently that of 
a largo woman, the othor on ita aido and un- 
reoognizible. It waa a sight to make a etout 
man quake, but tho woman never flinched, 
but Btopped over and paaaod thom and on 
through to a oornur, where she located what 
she auid had been her room. A square box- 
like apace ahotvi d where a bed had atood and 
had been burned down to cinders. In this she 
delved for hor precioua money, her mind 
seemingly bent on nothing but to find it. 
Not doing so at once, she burst into tears, 
at which acme firemen aaaiated hor and soon 
dug up $20 and a badly-battered lady's gold 
watch. She then ooolly groped her way 
b.kok, paat and over tho horrible looking 
corpaea. As a fireman romarlcod when she 
had gone : 

" 1 have seen many a heart-rending sight, 
but I never saw suoh a cold-blooded sight as 
the nerve displayed by thia woman in pass- 
ing over thoae oorpacs In the deliberate 
search for her money-" 

There were about 20 tranaient guests re- 
gistered and night olork Butler says the ho- 
tnl hftd about 20 pormanent guests. The fol- 
lowing in a list of the transient gueats, aa 
shown by the register taken from the burn- 
ing building ! A. Wilson, F. Bollman, R.D. 
SimooBon, 0. D. Yohnson,' M. MoSorley, 
John Chesterman, F. Hioks, Mrs. J. W. 
Huaaman, D. Fraser, Mrs. J. Smith 
and friend, J. F. Clarke, Charles 
A. Peter, Jamea Morme, W. P. Coffcry, 
William Matheaon, M. J. Lawaon, D. Mc- 
Donald, oity, C. L. Gibb, George J. Moon, 
Redmond T. Schmitt, George Bothell, C. L. 
Bsllman, John MoOuire, Allen D. Chase, 
\\ illiam McNair, John Kingston, city. M. 
G. Dodrickson, Port Blakely. A. G. Butler, 
brother of the proprietor, is known to be 
missing, and many other people may bo 
covered up in tho dobria of tho burned 
building. Sanborn's grocery atoro and other 
amaller stores aituated on tho ground fluor 
of the hotel were deatroyed, causing in all a 
great loss of property, amounting to many 
thousands of doUara. A marked coincidenco 
was the fact thot laat night was tho fifth an- 
niversary of tho paid fire department and 
tho event was celebrated with a dance at 
headquarters.

The Nuptials of Captain Gf. II. Oellvle iind 
MlsB Mary Adelaide Claphiim Cele- 
brated at Old Quwbec, 

Victorians will read with interest the fol- 
lowing account of the recent marriage of 
Captain G. H. Ogilvie, R.C.A., formerly 
with " C " battery here, but now stationed 
at Kingston. The clipping Is from the 
Quebec Morning Chronicle : 

" Perhaps the smartest and prettiest 
wedding ever seen In the Eogliah cathedral 
waa that of laat Saturday morning, when 
Captain George Hunter Ogllrie, R.C.A.| of 
Kingston, led to the altar Mira Mary 
Adelaide Clapbsm. 

" The weather waa exceedingly bright 
and pleasant, and the church was orowded 
with spectators for long before the time fixed 
for the ceremony.

public revenue, the deoliniog receipts from 
ooatoma are apt to make him. measure all de- 
partments of domestio commerce by that 
yard-stick. Tho trade of the Dominion, in 
common with that nf all other countries, has 
sustained of late a check. The movement of 
merchandise has not enlarged this year, nrhilo 
tho bine of f.kllii'g prices in many impor- 
tant) co'nm''ditieB discourages ventures 
that otherwise would be under- 
taken, and roiiuura roturns to produc- 
ers less profitublo. And yet, despite 
Bomo untoward c'rcumatunoeB, the commer- 
cial and induBtriiil condition o{ Canada re- 
mains remarkably good, of whioh faot ample 
evidence is supplied in tho banlc statement 
for September juBt Isaued. These returns 
are not, indeed, infallible, sinco a succeed- 
ing month may exhibit a sharp change in tho 
leading accounts, but in the niuln the banlc 
statement aupplioa tho moat reliable index to 
the state of business that is available. 
Especially noteworthy in tho September re- 
turn la the large increase in note cirouUtion 
made during the month.- iWe are, of'floarBe, 
at the period--. iB the --year- when the 
onrrenoy ' output la large, when heavy 
demands are made upon the banks 
for money to ' moye ' the crops, but 
the partionlar algnlfioanoe ' and satisfaotion 
In the atate'ment nnder review is that it be- 
tolcensagood Uarveat ' aiid a 'douBiderable 
marltetiog of fairmen' prodnoe.

The inoreased circulation of so much 
money in the country during the past two 
months cannot fail to have a etimulating 
efface upon All departments of trade, enabling 
indebtodnesa to country traders to bo dis- 
charged, improving remittances to whole- 
salers,^ and expediting sales tii merchandise. 
Ordinarily,' however, the largest gain in cir- 
oulation, oooaaioned by the marketing of the 
oropa, ooonra in October, and if the present 
month'.prodnoei the -normiil output of j' our- 
resoy the -fonndation'of 'a ateady and aatis- 
faotory winter trade will have been laid. 
Che total . oiro'nlation, it will be observed, 
WBB'at the eloae; of ^'laat' month jaat 5 per 
ee&t..leBB than at the eorrespondiug period a 
year ago, a deollne not^atly, if ib all, out 
of proportion to tii« falliin -prices of ataple 
artieleii leaving the inference to be drawn 
^tbat'ia" point of volume, at any rate, the 
trade of the Dominion 'haa not diminished. 
In addition to the increase in bank currency 
there was an expansion during August and 
September of about S400;000 in Dominion 
notes of email denomination, the total of 
these issues rising from -$7,157,480 to 
87,541,000 in that period 

There are other favorable features in the 
September bank ata-tomont. Current loans, 
or disoonnts, to the mercantile community 
do not increase. At the close of the month 
these loans sggregated-6J99,77-4 000, as com- 
pared with 8199,^08,000 at the end of Aug 
uat, showing a deoreaao of §134,000, whioti 
is not much more than offdet by an addition 
cf $230,000 to overdue debts. Now, tho 
discoun-. account ia closely allied to that of 
circulation. Ordinarily they rise and fall 
c jnourrently. The emission of currency for 
tne purchase of farmers' produce, for in 
stance, is largely based upon credit; in 
other words the disaount of grain buyers' 
paper, . which is retired in due course by 
the sale of the cereals. sWhen, therefore, so 
large an expansion as throe million dollars 
oocura in the nolo circulation withouli any 
increaae in " current loans," the conclaaion 
may fairly be deduoed that importers, man 
ufaotnrera, and traders in general here have 
been able to appreciably reduce their in 
debtedneas to the banks. A. year aeo the 
aroonnt nnder disoonnt was tS04i654,'W0, 
or, making allowsnoe > for,< the inoreaae in 
overdue debts, fully ^jOOQ|000 more than 
at the present time, an that, the proportions 
between oironlation and diaoonnts have been 
reasonably well maintained. It h, indeed, 
apparent from the figores we have .cited 
that the condition of Canadian trade con- 
tinues Bonnd. at bottom, and that traders 
have manifested their abilii-y to shorten sail 
in order to weaihor the gusts of commercial 
atrophy and financial distrosa from which 
other conntrles have so sovnroly suffered. 

Tublio deiJosilH r isn -i^l, 280,000 in Septem- 
ber, those on dtmam) inori^uaiiig ^200, 000, 
and those after notice ^ i,-0H(j,()0O, Uio latter 
doubtless hoing from tho ugriculiural claaa. 
On tho year, dem-iud deposits are higher by 
S5 3-10,000, and time depoeita higher by 
57,080,000, tho uggregitc being the largsat 
iu the history tf the country. On tho oi;her 
hand, there waa o deoreaao of -84-1,700 in do- 
posits in the Post OHice and Government 
savings banks last month. The foreign bal- 
ances of tho banks aro buoyant, tlia not 
amount duo from agonta in the United 
Si:atu8 having augmented Si, .'520,000, and 
that due from agents in Ureat Uritain 
$;L, 264,000 during September. As com- 
pared with a year ago tho condition of tho 
foreign balancoa haa undergone a no- 
table change. Then the banks were debtors 
to British agents to the amount of Sl,070,- 
000, while now their net indebtedness is 
only $360,000; then the banks were 
oreditora of agents in the, Uaited^^Statea in 
the sum of $13,230,000,' while ,dqw they aro 
.creditors for no less than ';.f21,323,000. 
Tbeae balances in the. bailda^ of foreign 
agents are larger than bralharily ; they 
have grown out of tho growth of the 
o<;port trade mainly, since no large 
borrowings by governments cr mnni- 
oipalities have taken place during tho year, 
and their retention abroad, oepeoiallv in the 
United States, may be attributed to an abil- 
ity to find more profitable employment there 
for the funds than at present oiTera in Can- 
ada. The only other accounts in the Sep- 
tember itatenent exhibiting apeolal ohange 



In the past three months, current loans 
have been reduced $7,185,000, circulation 
has increased $3,101,000, overdue debts in- 
oreiised $514,000, public depoaits increased 
$2,738,000, cash reserve increased S2,U1,- 
800, and foreign balances due inoreased 
$7,870,400. So far as the financial situa- 
tion is conoemed,, therefore, it is one of un- 
usual strength 'on the' part of the banks, 
whoso resources are large, reserves high, 
and available funds adequate for 
all possible oontingenoies. Nor is the 
commercial situation, as refloated in the 
bank statement, discouraging. Trade ia 
admittedly quiet, and for a period may con. 
tinue to be restricted mainly to present 
wants; but the output of forest, farm and 
fisheries remains large, the export trade is 
well maintained, and, above all, there is 
reason to believe that domestic business has 
been conducted upon such prudent and con- 
servative lines as to ensure stability in the 
present and a rapid expansion when circum- 
stances and conditions warrant.

GoBslii About This Fanioas Melodramatic 
Spectacle Which Conies to The Vic- 
toria Neit Wednesday. 

" In Old Kentucky " cornea to the 'Victoria 
theatre on Wednesday evonino; next with 
the prestige of a genuine New York success 
and endorsed and commended on all sides 
as a play of unusual strength and gorgeous 
soor.io display. Ib was, in fact, the one 
striking sucocss of last season in .Now 'Vork, 
where its series of truthful pictures of 
Southern life caught the fancy of Gotham's 
play.goers. 

It is a melodramatic spectacle. The four 
leading scenic artists in New York — Young, 
Marston, Emcns and Voegtlin — were en- 
gaged .for several months preparing the 
scanery.

AN AMERIOAS'S BXPBRIBNOB, 

It is observable that the beat Americana 
have nothing but gooA to say of the British 
Sovereign and the Britiah people. The 
United States citizen who thinks that loyal- 
ty to bis country requires him to adopt a de- 
fiant tone when he aponka of Great Britain, 
and to disparage hor inatitutiona and every- 
thing conneotod with her, is almost invari- 
ably a foarth or fifth rate politioian, who, in 
order to please the haten of England, either 
in' Congress or on the platform, addresses 
himself to the task of tivisting the lion's tail, 
He treats the pationt old animal with con- 
tumely and insult, not because he hatea 
iuni or despises him, but beoauge he has 
been led to believe that such treatment of 
him Is relished by a large proportion of the 
American electors, and it is his basiness'to 
please and to humor those electors. But if 
he is as sharp as he gets the credit of being 
he would SCO that the tail-twisting days are 
over, and that hia audience laughs a good 
deal more at him than at the subject of his 
. ridionle and , .vUifioatlon. . .Thb ^Arodrioan 
tail-twister of to-day is neither admired nor 
respected by the intelligent pnblio' of 'the 
United States. He is looked npon as 
kind of aotor whose performance is at times 
very amusing, and it is not hard to disoorn 
that the applause he receives has in it a 
note of derision whioh the applaaders ars at 
no pains to disguise or oonoeal. 

It is, we are glad to know, very seldom 
indeed that an American of intelligence' and 
ability who has resided any length of time 
-either ' in Great Britain or Canada, 
takes home with him when be returns an 
evil report of the Britiah people or British 
institutions. On the contrary the great ma- 
jority of them have notliiog'bnb good to lell 
their countrymen of the 'snbjecta of Qaeon 
Victoria and of the Government under 
whioh they live. 

A late epoooh made by the Hon. Thomas 
F. Biyard, tho United States Ambassador to 
Great Britain, shows the impreaaion 
whioh residence in Great Britain 
makes on a citizen of the United States' 
when ho ia a man of culture and ability. 
Mr. Bayard ia now on a visit to his native 
land. Ho was honored with a moat en- 
thusiastic reception at Wilmington. "Tho 
city was brilliantly illuminated, and lO.UUU 
persons turned out to do Mr. Bayard honor." 
The recipient of such an ovation warmly and 
feelingly acknowledged the weloomo that 
had been given him, but tho greater part 
of hia reported speech was not a glorifioa- 
tion of tho United States, but a glowing and 
an evidently sincere panegyric of Great 
Britain and things British. Speaking of bis 
stay in England, this is part of what be 
said : 

From one and all in tho country to which 
I have been accredited has come to mo noth- 
ing but the most unbounded courtesy and 
kindness. Everywhere I found the name 
of an Amerioan was received with honor, 
was received with favor, such as I simply 
believe had been extended to no other peo- 
ple than ourselves. (Applause ) 

From the benetacent, the benii^n, the ven- 
erable Udy whose virtue so illustrates the 
happy reign over a contented, people, to the 
omolals, and down to' the very heMt of tho 
people, I have found nothing bub friendly 
hands, kind words, and ofFars of good ser- 
vice, I went au a friend ; I have been re- 
oeivod as a friend. Had I not been a friend 
I would have boon disqualified for my placo ; 
but I wont aa a frioiid to cloar up all mis- 
underatanding and to bring together tho 
hearts and tho foeliogs of two nations bound 
by tica such as exist between no other two 
nations on tho globe, (Grout applause.) 

I would Hay that there haa boon an much 
that I huvo seen to create groat reapoot for 
the temper of the people and thoir Govern- 
ment. It is but just to say so '"■ '- •— ' 



juab, my countrymen, that I should testify 
to you the spirit of reapecb for law — the 
law-abiding spirit of that people, nob simply 
among the accomplished men who deliver 
their judgments upon the intricate oases of 
property and personal rights in thoir courts 
of justice ; not among them alone, bub 
among the humbler olassea of those other 
officials who mingle with the body of tho 
people at large. There is a consideration 
by .the cifioials for. the feelings of the peoplr ; 
there' is an' obedtenoe. by: the people .to.tbe 
spirit of law ' incarnated into the humbler 
officials. 

In a year and a half's residence in Eng- 
land, and most of tho timo in the city of 
London, I have never aoen a polioeman with 
a baton or stick in hia hand ; I havo .not 
seen a blow struok by one ; I have never 
beard violent language from one, I have not 
even seen violence or jest from one. 

I could tell you of other exporiencea some 
what of a varied oharaotor, tasticg of tho 
delights of a genial and reQned hospitality 
I have never passed a night in any house in 
which that family did not knool every morn- 
ing in common prayer to tho Ruler of the 
world. Everywhere it ia done. It la not 
done oatontaiiously, but ia done by the 
hoarta of the people, and it is almost their 
universal practice, I have been a long timo 
there, and I do not remember that I have 
heard any oath. I have been a long time 
there, and I do not remember, I om euro I 
havo never hoard at any entertainment in 
tho height of jest a story that a man would 
object to telling to his wife, hia aieter, or his 
daughter. (Groat applaueo. ) 

I feel it my duty to say these things of a 
people who have received me so kindly and 
so oordially into their houses, into their 
homes, into their public dinners, and into 
their assemblies. It would not Ijo fair, or 
just, or right to come away and come back 
homeand not render true testimony in regard 
to that whioh I had seen. I say it for this 
roason, I say it booauao I am most ainoeroly 
desirous of becoming an assistant to tho pro- 
moter of "Peace on earth and good will 
among men." (Applause.; I come back to 
America only loving my country the more. 
(Applause.) I come baok to America on 
doavoring to transplant', M .".far aiTI can in 
good language that whioh I saw in foreign 
countries thob may be a help to my country 
men. I am glad to bear testimony to-day to 
the good feeling everywhere existing 
throughout Great Britain for the American 
people, and to say that I hope there never 
will be an honeat British hand stretched nut 
that there will not bo on honest American 
hand to graep it. (Applause ) 

It will bo observed that this warm and 
high eulogy of the Britith people was well 
received by the audience of American citi 
zenn. They applanded the speaker whence 
spoke well of' England's Qnean and when' he 
expressed a strong regard for English 
people. Nothing could be more dilTerent 
from the traditional speech of an American 
politician, when the Britisher is his aubjoot, 
than the address of Mr. Bayard, and it was 
heard with expressiona of pleasure and ap' 
proval by the Amerioan andienoe. ' Is hot 
this pretty clear proof that the londly ex 
pressed hatred of Great Britain of some 
United States orators meets with no re- 
sponse from the men and women who give 
tone to public opinion In the United States? 

800IALI8M IN QERMANT. 

The oanies of the downfall of Gaprivi, the 
Gerbaan Gbandellor, are nob very well kno wn< 

It is surmised that he and his colleagues dif 
fered as to how the Socialists should be 
treated. It is more than likely that there 
is much truth in thisaurmiae. It ia au un 
doubted fact that the Sooiaiiats have of late 
years greatly inoreased in Germany. They 
have obtained a foothold in Parliament, and 
their party has been growing stronger and 
stronger every year. It Is said that the 
Emperor favors measures that havo for their 
object the prevention of tho growth of social 
ism and perhaps the exclusion of Sooiaiiats 
from^the .Beiohstag. -.It iii reported. :that 
Gaprivi advocated mildness and toleration. 

It can easily be understood that the'bon- 
aervativo part of the population of Germany 
look with alarm on tho rapid eitenalon of 
Sooialist viowa and thoir representation in 
tho councils of the country. They know 
that the Socialists are not the advooatos of 
merely political changes which, when made, 
will leave the institutions of the country 
pretty much as they 'are at present, but that 
they are agitating for a radical revolution 
which will shako aooioty to its very founda- 
tion. Somo of the Socialists, and these tho 
most moderate, prbjpon' that tho State 
shall take possession '^bf ''every square 
inob of territoi^ ^ under' the Gov- 
ernment's jurisdiction. They propose 
to hand over to tho State not only the rail- 
roads but tho nieana of production — that is, 
they would make the State tho only land- 
lord in the country, tho on)}' mine owner, 
the only manufacturer, the only banker and 
the only merchant, lb is nob easy for the 
most sagacious and the most discernlDg to 
imagine the state that society would be in 
if thia revolution were accompliahid. And 
this ia the least that would be oileotcd if 
the Socialiata had their way. Tho Gorman 
people havo been foroed to study this ques- 
tion of Socialism. lb is a greab deal mora 
to them now than a mere theory that they 
can diacuaa and contemplate with as little 
peraonal feeling as they oan tho question 
whether or not there uro inhabitanta in tho 
planet Mara. Socialiaiii liaa bocorne a practical 
question with them. Ita doctrines are 
taught everywhere and are everywhere 
making converts. Sooialist' electors'' are 
counted by the hundred thousand, and 
Sooiaiiats havo a voico and votes in the 
bodies in whioh the laws of tho land are 
mode. Tho (juostion : What are you going 
to do about Sooialiam ? ia a burning one in 
Germany, and we are nob in the least sur- 
prised to find that the consideration of it has' 
created divisions in the Government of the 
country. 

Bismarck in hia day thought it hia duty 
to treat the Socialiata with sovority. But 
his restrictive laws did nob prevent tho 
spread ot Sooialiam. . Jb seems that the Em- 
peror William ia disposed to follonr ' Bis- 
marck's example in this matter, but Gaprivi, 
seeing that Bismarck's measures were in- 
olTeotivo, advocated a milder polioy, 
Thoae who live long onough will aoo whioh 
lino of polioy is the wiser, for it is certain 
that SooiaUstio queiUona Will sooner or later 
have to be dealb wlt^i in Germany, ^t ia 
lb is bub said bhab the 'Emperor depends upon hU 



army to keep the Socialists down. But as 
Soolallsm Is making suoh headway among 
the people, who Is to say that the army will 
not be tinged with it? It Is confidently 
asserted thab there arg nob a few Soolalisbs 
in its ranks already. Let this Sooialist 
question be viewed from whatever point It 
may lb is a mosb pgrploxlog one, and no one 
thab realizes ita importance will wonder 
when it ia known that the Socialiatic ques 
bion is at the bottom of tho present German 
Governmental difficulty. 

MIL ITARY ES TA BL ISIIMEN TS. 

The United States War Department has 
lately issued a publioation dealing with the 
organizktlon, armaments and military pre 
gross in Amerioan and European armies. 
Thia publication contains some statiatlos 
more than commonly interesting. 

Tho strength of tho Russian army on a 
poaoe footing is SSO.OOU men, and its total 
strength on a war footing is 10,200,000 men, 
of whom 3,200,000 are trained. Although 
Russia has this immense host on paper, it ia 
not likely that it could under any circum- 
atances bring anything like tho whole of ita 
enrolled force into tho field. Ruasia'a 
war budget was in 1893 §180.319,000, 
This is an immense sum to spend 
every year on soldiers who do nothing t( 
add to the productive powers of the nation 
Tho reader will perhaps be a little surprised 
to learn that tho United States pays almoat 
as much in penalons aa it takea Russia to 
maintain Its immense military establish 
menb. The payment^ on aocounb of pen- 
aiona lasb year amounted io $139,804,461, 
and tho number of pensioners on the rolls ex 
ceeded the standing army of Russia by 
nearly one hundred thousand. The total 
number of pensioners on bhe'roUs 'on Janu 
ary :iO, 1894, was 9GG,012. ' ~ "'. 

The German army on a peace footing 
numbers 598,000 men, and on a'war footing 
it is 3,700,000. Germany's annual war bud 
got amounts to §118,118,82.5, whioh is oon- 
aidorably lees than the United States poya 
in pensions alone. Franco lias in 
her army in these piping times of peace, 
which oan in time ot war be increaaed to 
2,850,000. France expends every year for 
military purposes $127,000,000. Austro 
Hungary's army on a peace foobing numbers 
318,000 men, and on a war footing 1,794,- 
175 men. Ita annual war budget amounts 
to §5.'), 2,35,000. England's total armed 
strength ia put at 662,000 men, of whom 
219,000 are regulars, and its military ex- 
penditure ia $89,000,000 a year. Italy has 
an army of 273,000 men, whioh oan be in- 
oreased in time of war to 3,155,036 men, of 
whom more than a million are nntrained ter 
ritorial militia. 

It is seen from this what an immense num 
ber of men in Europe are soldiers and what 
a great burden the ooatof mainbaining them 
is on the industry of the people. 

A WRBTOHBD BBRnOB. 

The tramway service has come to auch a 
pass that many aro asking if it could pos 
sibly b3 worse. Tho otiioiula seem to have 
no regard for tho convenience of the public 
or for tho obligations of the company. It 
is quite time thab the oorporation should 
see to it that the citizens have 
a tolerably regular tramway service. 
There oan be no possible excuse 
for tho general irregularity and the frc ([uent 
stoppages. Thoy are caused by either care- 
leaanesa or incapacity. Whatever may bo 
the'o&ase it is quiteosrtain that the vretnhfld 
service is as Ibjnrious to the interests of th 
company as it is inconvenient aii'd'annoying 
to the public. PT'

These are 
only aome of the tronblea of a long anffarlng 
public, and lb would be well if the trsmway 
company would get up enterprise enough to 
remedy them.

Dr. Bicbardsou Gives Evidenco Be- 
- eardlngr the Death of the 
Indian Bailey. 



yiewinET the Corpse Indisposes Une 
of the. Jnry and Causes an 
'■; ' Adjoornmeut. 



The iaqnest on the body of WilHam 
Bailey, the West Coaat Indian ahot durioK 
the trouble on the Indian reaervo on tho 15th 
inat,, was opened ycatordoy afternoon, Dr. 
Haaell, the coroner, proaldicg. Only tho 
evidence of Dr. Rishardaon waa taken, hb 
one o( the jury ; vaa taken withiindiaposition 
after viewing the body at the morgoe, and 
after one or two attempts declared that he 
felt quite unfit to continue his dutioa yester- 
day. Mr. W. J. Taylor watched tho pro- 
ceedings on behalf of the city. 

The j iry were : Henry Short (foreman), 
Geo. Powell. G. H. Brown, Phillip 
Hall, Robert Chipchaso and Henry Waller. 
After being sworn they viewed the body at 
the niorguu and then re aasutnbled in tho 
police court to hear the evidence. 

Dr. Kiohardeon, resident phyaioian at tho 
Jubilee hospital, was the first witness 
aworn. He deposed that deceased was 
brought to tho hospital at 1 o'clock on the 
morning of tho 10th, suffering from a aoalp 
wound on the left aide of the head ono inch 
long and a bullet wound in bis left thigh, 
on the onter aidei three or four inches above 
the 'knee ; witness dreaaed the wound uuii- 
aeptloally and extracted the bullet from be- 
hind the knee joint, then pat deceaaed to 
bed and applied reatoratives ; next morning 
Dr. Davie and others enlarged the wound to 
establiab drainage ; for two days deceased 
appeared to do very well ; on the ni(;ht of 
the 18 ch cnppuration appeared. Wltneaa 
washed the wound and. removed, some small 
pieces of infected olotbing that htd been 
driven into the wound ; deoeasea did well 
till the 21st, when suppuration appeared to 
auoh an extent that a uonsultation of doctors 
waa held, and it was decided to let the case 
go on and watoh progress ; about noon if 
the 25 '.h aeoondtiry hemorrhage began and 
waa very profuce ; applied a tournitiuec to 
stop it and sent fur Dr. Davio and others of 
the ataff, and decided after consultation to 
amputate the leg. Thia was dono at 2 
o'clock that day ; deoonaed appeared to do 
well during that day, although very sick ; 
about half.past 7,ttext morning deceased be- 
came suddenly worse, and died about half- 
past 8. 

To the Coroner — From secondary hfmor- 
rhogo the wound bled about two pints; very 
little blood waa lost during amputiition, far 
leas than usual at such an operation ; witness 
considered tho cause of death was from the 
combined it fluencea of suppuration, hemnr- 
rbage, constitutional syphilis ( which de- 
ceased had) and the shock. 

To a juryman — When the bullet waa ex- 
tracted I knew the hone waa ahattered. It 
is customary now to give a chance for snob 
an injury to repair without amputation ; 
when the antiseptic treatment failed then 
anmutation was necessary. 

Here Mr. Hall, one of the - jurors, wae 
taken with tndisposltipD, tbb.resalli.af view* 
iog the body, and he retired to a room to lie 
down for a while, the Inqiieat being tempor- 
ii(rlly adjourned. In the oourie of Sfteen 
minutes he returned and the Djotor's evid- 
ence waa oohtianed. 'The'direotion of the 
ballet found in the leg was slightly down- 
ward ; deceaaed was suffering from the ter- 
tiary stage of constitutional ayphilia ; de- 
ceased waa suffering from a shock when 
taken to the hospital, and every movement 
of the leu and the operation itself produced 
shook. Thia closed Dr. Richardson's evid- 
ence, and Mr. Hall declaring he felt too nn- 
well to continue his duty aa juryman, the 
ioquest was adjourned till to-morrow at 2 
o'clock. 



TBOHNIUAL BDDCATION. 

To THE Editor : — who have read the 
Colomst'.s report Lf the interesting apeechea 
at the city hall lasb night of Colonel Hukei 
(minister of education), the principals am) 
teachers of the public, schools, sup- 
ported by those of some of our 
leading citizins, on the subject of tech- 
nical education, cmnot fail to realize 
the great importance of this que8ti'''n, upon 
which indeed every citizen.. and well-wisher 
of our province should feel and take u deep 
interest. lu the great centres of population 
largo and costly colleges and institutes, de- 
voted solely to ono or other branch of mn- 
ohanioal, agricultural, artistic or scientific 
knowledge, have been erected. This call for 
more advanced and perfect training has 
been brought about through tho streaa of 
modern competition 

If wo in British Co umbia ure to hold our 
own it will be necessary to carefully con- 
aidar what steps are to be taken heiu. That 
there are diliioultiea to bo overcome is 
apparent from the interesting speeches re- 
ferred to. The Minister of Education gave 
hearty support and promised to do what ho 
could. Every year now and costly build- 
ings are being erected. There was a heavy 
outlay last year, some §200,000, and an 
iiverago attendance of acholare of aonio 
8,000. Under these oiroumatances it would 
bo hardly reasonable to ask for a largo 
money grant or new buildinga for technical 
education. Without great cost, however, 
sewing olasees for ordinary general work 
might with advantage be instituted during 
school hours for girls — aa to whether boys 
could use the oarpentet'a bonoh " during 
houra " without the noiae creating too much 
diaturbance is a matter dcmonstratable only 
by tho acouatio properties of the school 
buildings. 

In order, however, to provide the thorough 
instruction for oookrry classes (ao requisite 
to good digosiioo), for practical tuition, in 
carpentering and joinery work, leotares on 
chemistry as applicable to agriculture, tho 
mechanical induatriea, etc., etc., it might bo 
very desirable to provide separate buildings 
where the necessary appliances and plant, 
Buoh as cooking ranges and paraphernalia, 
laboratories, carpenter's benches, tools, and 
lumber, etc , would be placed and always be 
ready at hand. For purposes of covering 
cost of mater::;la anu appliances a small fee 
might bo charged those attending the classes 
for adults. It would hardly answer to have 
kitchens, giving forth savory odors, in tho 
present school buildinga. The puptla' months 
might water at the powerful attractions of 
the aroma of pics, etc ; possibly also the per- 
fumes from a laboratory might be as notice- 
able and distracting, if not so attractive. 

There ure, however, ready for uau for 
these purposea several school buildinga re- 
cently vacated when tho schools weru moved 
into their now premlaos which the school 
trustees, no doubt, would gladly devote for 
ti chnical eduoalioDal purposes, seeing they 
hold these buildings, built by public money, 
in trust for the people. Tbty are situate in 
different parta of the city, and of those pos- 
sibly the Rook Bay ward school might bo 
founri adaptable for a meohanlcal institute 
in which practical training might bo given 
in applied mechanics, etc., whilst the James 
Bay ward school building (temporarily let 
for religioua services at a nominal rent of 
fifty cents per month) might be utilized as 
a school of' modern cookery, etc. 

In this way, at but alight extra expense, 
buildings at present lying idle and returp- 
log'nio bteMab on pnblio money invested 
therein might be utilized for educational 
purposes. The generous enthusiaam evinced 
by the principals and teaohera to whom thia 
matter has primarily been n f erred to report 
to the truiteea, etc., will doubtleea load to 
some practical method being devised where- 
by technical education in Victoria for chil-, 
dren and adulta may be economically pro 
vided. " CiTIZKN."

JAPANBSB THBATBIOALS. 

BrentB of tlie Wax Beiir6dac«& on' the Ulmlc 
Stftge-^lngnlar and Very Popular 
Enteitaimnent. 

(From the Yokohama Daily Mail.) 

The Japanese, as might be expected, aro 
in high glee over their recent success, both 
naval and territorial, and turn the soenea of 
these to a profitable purpoae. Juat now, 
there are hero several theatres, not to men- 
tion the more important onea of Tokyo, 
where representations ot llio scenes of tho 
present war aro given before well-attended 
audiences of interested spectators, who, no 
doubt, represent tho popular spirit with 
which a Japanese entertains un idea of war 
from immemorial times ; and at present. In 
Isfzikicho, the native have erected many 
hilnor spectacles with thia spirit, lay figures 
and wax wr- ks, that o£ course invariably 
show tho ri iuaman overcome , or in some 
grotesque attitude of asking for mercy. 
Most of tho theatres, as above mcntinncd, 
have turned their playa into traita or epi- 
sodes of the war events as it goes along. In 
a naval oombat partly worked. by electricity 
given In Iseztklctao, the' scene Is really very 
good. The battle is off Phocdo. The little 
model ships dance about on artificial waves, 
fire off their cannon, and finally ono of the 
ill-fated Chinese vessels takes fire. 

The entrance to all thia scone and a lot of 
other amusement is one sen five rin, as is 
written up outaido, but foreigners, who have 
a Boat provided them to witness all thia, 
may huvo to pay five sou. Tho orchestra, 
based on a European plan, must not bo for- 
gotten, which, in tho intervals, plays a 
comic mixture of various airs from " March- 
ing Through Georgia" to soma rather ex- 
cruciating ChinoBo music, making a curious 
melange. In fine the whole enLertainmont 
is singular enough, and vies with many 
home ahows of a similar nature. Then an- 
other great attraction just now for paasera- 
bv, are the picture ahops. In these prints 
cf conventionalized figures in very gaudy 
colors, hang in rows, respecting either Mr. 
Otori'a reception at the Korean court, or 
some naval scene or land battle, but pro- 
duced with an attempt after a aomowhat 
European scheme of coloring, and the figures 
represented in the costume of the same. 
The natives are seldom so happy as in their 
former ideas of how a. colored drawing 
should lookf hot, .the mere , fapt that those 
exposed are in' irielatloh., to the , war, brings 
around the piotnre^ shops > orowd of ad- 
niirera." ^ '■ ' " "

To THE Editor :—As~yonr valuable paper 
has a Urge circulation in the city of Kan- 
aimo and as the local paper appears, for some 
reason or other, to pay but little attention 
to these matters, I thought you might give 
enough of your valuable apace for a few 
questiona. In the first] place this town ap- 
pears to be full of thieves or in the hands of 
a gang of crooks. In the past month or two 
a large number of robberies have been com- 
mitted ic various parta of the city, and, 
strange to say, not an arrest haa been made, 
nordo wehearanythitig of theminthepapers. 
NoiV, I don't mean to insinuate that tho 
police are not doing tho beat they can to 
citoh tho men, but they are not caught. 
Then, loo, this hiding of tho Crimea by the 
papers may be all right " to give the police 
1^ chance," but from lack of knowledge in 
many caeea the people of Nanaimo actually 
buy the atolen goode right in town, cot 
knowing anything about their having been 
stolen. Niw, it aeems to tne that M Bom«- 
thing were said abonb the matter people 
could be on the lookout for stolen property 
and in many canss help the police, who do 
not appear to be able to help themselves. 
Tho numerous undetected robberies aro 
getting to bo tho talk of tho town, and 
people are laughing at tho "old sleuth" 
methods that don't catch anyone. There 
must have been twenty oases in the past 
two or three months. 

Then the insurance men aro ciknoolling 
their policies right and loft since th« last 
big fire — in aomo oisea policies which have 
been running for years — and at the same 
time no steps have been taken to afford bet- 
ter firo protection, so far aa anyone can see. 
Jf this keeps on, tho town will soon bo with- 
out any insurance. Ono thing wo need 
badly is a chemical, such as has dono auoh 
good work in Victoria. In many caaca this 
would check a firo before it got any head- 
way. Thtn we need somo paid iiromoD. 
" Too expensive " Bomo aay ; but the §100,- 
000, or rioirly, that wore lost in the past 
year by fire would pay a small force of men 
for a long time, beaidea saving thouaands 
every year in insurance rates. 

The city council have at last sot down to 
work on atreet improvement and promise to 
get thin'ga in ahape after a time. Of oourae 
tho oonacll are not to blame for lack of 
funds,' but the oitizena ahonld wake up and 
strengthen their banda ln:mai>y ({ood works 
which the oonnoil would be glad to do if 
they could only see their way clear and 
know thrt the people would hack them.

MRS. FRANK LESLIE SHOWS WHERE 
POLITE SOCIETY OFTEN FAILS.

''^'WI ^^^^ woman of our 
i'Jw ^'^'^'^ ^^'^^ pithily 
asked, "Is polito so- 
oioty polito?" And 
uobody has Batisl'ao- 
torily mado roply be- 
cause. Isnppose, nobody- has yet decided 
just who is polite society and just what 
is politeness. And, after all, how can 
anybody arbitrarily decide either ([nes- 
tion? The polito Kociuty of our Aniori- 
can metropolis is usuallj- described as 
thu Four Huudrod because Jlr. Ward 
McAllister ouco said that there were 
only 400 people in Now York who ooTild 
bo said to bo "iu society. " 

But oven in New York Jlr. i^lcAllis- 
ter's dictum is not received as law and 
gos]X!l by all tho hundreds of tliousand.s 
of persons who Inhabit the great city, 
and probably the millions who make 
up the rest of tho population of these 
United States have a most republican 
disr.vgard of any dictum upon the sub- 
ject. 

The polite society of any city, town 

or village in our country i.s its own ni<;st 
rospoeted citizens. In a monarcliy tliis 
is not so, for to cvcrj' kingdom there is 
a court, and tho fashions of royalty and 
its court are tho fashions of tho subjects. 
Iu otlier words, . a kingdom has an ofH- 
cial polito society, and tho gold stick in 
waiting could rattlo you off tho names 
of the Four Hundred under his anxious 
charge as a shepliord could tell his slieep. 

In such an order of society etiquotto 
is laid down so clearly and so strictly 
that polite society has no choice as to 
its manners, and those manners are, as 
you may say, polito ox-ofiicio. In our 
own land thoro is uo central authority 
upon social subjects, and, in fact, upon 
a good many subjects not social, but 
that is neither hero nor there, and with 
all its faults "niy countrj-, 'tis of thoo" 
that I boast whenever I am out of it. 

So lot every body corporate take its 
own polite society and consider whether 
its politeness loaves anything to bo de- 
sired.' Somebody has said that good 
manners ore tho expression of good fool- 
ing, and to a certain extent tliis is cor- 
rect, for a sellish or ill uatured person, 
if over so well trained in social cti- 
, citiette, ,iB liable to break down under 
' sudden stress of oiroumstanoe, whilo 
tho good heart will come to the front iu 
au emergency and prompt the ' very 
truest acts of politeness. 

Tho best test of good manners which 
I have ever seen in huugei-. 'J'-ik',- n par- 
ty of travelers when tho train breaks 
down 10 miles from ovorywhoro and 
tho sandwicli baskets havo all given out. 
An enterprising youth has mado his 
way across tho prairie and brought a 
limited amount of sustenance. Now is 
the time to apply the touohstone to the 
laborious politeness of the man who has 
boon metaphorically spreading his vel- 
vet cloak under your feet for hundreds 
of miles. Does ho struggle to fully sup- 
ply your -wants before attending to his 
own, or does ho mysteribnsly disappear 
for a few moments and return, bringing 
you a small piece of gingerbread, whilo 
tho crumbs of broad and meat and pas- 
try lurk unsuspected in his board? 

I have under similar circumstances 
Boen a gentleman, whoso pretensions 
oven Mr. ^IcAllistcr would not (lues- 
tion, iuterceiit tho. approacliing commis- 
sary wagon and till his own jjockcls to 
ovcrllowiug before the women and chil- 
deu and invalids of tho party had a 
chance. 

On tho same occassion I saw a brake- 
man with tlio quarter of a mince pie in 
his hand take ono heroic bile from its 
point aud then thrust tho rust into tho 
hand of a poor old man who had not 
money to buy anything and to whom 
no man liad given. 

But tlu^ greedy pig of a gentleman 
liad charming mannors, and tlio gonor- 
ons brakemau hadn't a mauuor to his 
name I 

In less extreme cases who has not seen 
men and womeji who i^laim to be ( he 
very pinl;s of iiolitcness grow surly, or 
peevish whi'U dinner was delayed, or 
when some favorite or anticijiated dish 
was' spoiled, or whoa tho cliuico bit of 
tho bird or tho joint was given to Bomo 
ono else? A picnic or any other of those 
irregular and most uncomfortable al 
• fresco meals which romantic persons are 
so foud of arranging is a splendid op- 
portunity for studying manners. Being 
out of doort and liberated from the usual 
enviromnont of civilized life seems to 
),'ive tho opportunity to tho.-^e who wish 
it for a temporary return to bai-barism. 
To sit .upon the ground and eat with 
one's fingers, to share a drinking vessel 
witji several otliors and to devour one's 
food in a semiraw nnii soniii-harred con- 
dition ai'o among tho deliKhts of the 
piojiic where yon niako a lire and cook 
.something, a process which to many 
people is tho acnio of joyous freedom 
and holiday making. But all these de- 
lights wo share with tho savage, a)id 
iu accepting thena we aru very apt to 
accept his manners as well — that is to 
say, those jiersons aro apt to wlioso po- 
liteness is v.'iu'('rod upon their natural 
temperament and is not its necessary 
rontfiTOWth. Not only do CToedy peoole 



show forth their greediness aud intern 

porato people their intemperauco, but 
tho man radically coarse shows forth his 
coarseness as ho never would do beneath 
a roof, tho silly man, or more probably 
tho silly woman, proves herself a fool, 
the tyrant domineers openly and rudely 
-^very one, in fact, retm-us to tho 
brutal fraukuoss of the untutored savage 
and for an hour or so throws aside tho 
mask aud domino of polito society. 

So true is this criterion that I hereby 
advise eyexy woman to delay accepting 
the man who wooes her until slie has 
spent a day with him at' a picnio or 
some other form of "pleasuring" under 
tho greenwooiA troo. 

But, short of such extreme conditions 
as those, is polito society polito? That 
is to say, I inquire oonfidontially. Is 
your i)olito Rooioty polite? And I will 
toll you if miuo is. 

Do you live iu a groat city where, at 
certain hours of the day, tho public 
conveyances aro crowded eomotinios to 
excess? If so, you havo au admirable 
opportunity' to study the innate polite- 
ness of the "best pooplo" of your ac- 
quaintance, keeping yourself well out 
of sight. TJio much argued question 
about a man's rigbi: tp keep his seat and 
lot a woman stand is on oxoollent touch- 
stone. I do not niysolf consider that ev- 
ery unin is bound to rolinquish his seat 
to overj' M'oman under all circumstances, 
but; this rule of exceptions has been 
seized upon by tho majority of tho male 
SOX as a rule of self indulgence seldom 
to bo set aside. I foequontly hear men 
say, with a sort of brntal pride in their 
frank .selfishness: 

"1 give up my sent to a very old 
wonnui, or a very pretty woman, or au 
acquaintance; bat, as for the rest, they 
can stand just as well as I can. " 

Another form of defen.so is: "I am 
coming homo tired from my busini'ss 
and want to sit down and rest. Why 
should I give up my seat to a healtliy 
young miss who has been down town 
shopping for her own amusement?" 

Well, he shouldn't, bnt how much is 
taken for granted in this argument? 
All young women aro not healthy and 
strong, although they may bo about and 
look pretty woU. How is a stranger to 
kuow that tho "njiss" has been down 
town shopping for horown amusement? 
Aud is a tired girl or Avomau to bo re- 
fused tho opportunity' for rest, if she 
wants it, even if sho has been "shop- 
ping for her own amusement?" 

Shopping, as all women know, is 
very fatiguing and often requires a 
good deal of ruiniiiig about and stand- 
ing and waiting, and, above all, is tir- 
ing to the nerves and exhausting to tho 
lungs, which aro forct^d t<3 inhalo a 
groat amomitof vitiated and overheated 
air. If tho man who makes this excuse 
is really too tired to .stand, or too much 
o«t of health to boar tlio fatigue, or too 
much broken down by work and worry, 
ho has tho right to keep his seat unless 
tho woman who wants it has all these 
claims to iiidulgouco to a degree exceed- 
ing his own, but then comes tho ques- 
tion. In what character win that man 
appear iu the evening? 

Will' he continue to present himself 
OS the overworked and overweary busi- 
ness drudge? Will ho poso contentedly as 
au invalid, or a bnikou down, middle 
aged man, ono to wh(jni his own fire- 
side, his slippers and jacket and news- 
paper aro the luxuries of his hours of 
rest? If so, all is well, and you or I or 
any kindly woman would gladly give 
him our own seat in the car or any 
other help that we could. 

But if this siuuo man, after a goo<l 
dinner and a careful toilet, goes forth 
into society witli tho air of a prpux 
chevalier, professing devotion to every 
woman ho meets and offering chairs 
that aro not wanted and :m arm that is 
not needed to ladies quite as healthy 
and quite as devoted to their own amuse- 
ment as those ho left to stand at his el- 
bow iu tho cars, why, thon I say this 
member of polito society is not polite. 

But lot us bo just and lay tho lash 
upon our own shoulders if it is needed 
as well OS upon those of our erring 
brother. 

When a tired man, no longer in tho 
vigor of youth, offers n seat to awonnm 
Miio is not tired aud in strrmg ;ind well, 
lot her decline it, graciously, but decid- 
edly, and continuo to staud, oven if ho 
docs also. To take the place of a man 
who needs it when you do not need it 
proves you not truly polite, although 
you iii.'iy Ik! u star of tliu most polite so- 
ciety in tho world. I know ono young 
woman, and not a girl, ]ior a remarka- 
bly robust person oitlier, who often do- 
clijies an otl'ercd soatj saying brightly: 
"No, thank you. I enjoy standing. I do 
it from choice. " 

I do not know that sho is among the 
Four Hundred, but sho is polito. 

Anotlior way in which iirofessionally 
polito persons aro apt to prove llieiii- 
selvos not polito from tho heart is iu 
the treatment of eldorly or stnpid or 
tiresome persons of no social conse- 
quence. 

To converse M'itli attention and ani- 
mation is very easy if tliu other party is 
agreeable, or very protty, or a social 
magnate, especially if of tho opposite 
sex, but for a woman to bring out her 
best manner, or her prettiest smile, or 
lior entire attention for tho benefit of a 
deaf old lady, with nothing jiartieiilar 
to reconmioud hi'r, or for ;i man to al- 
low a male dunce to talk politics to 
him and express his views on the tariff 
question and explain what tho presi- 
dent ought to hiivo said in liis message, 
:ind not show signs of annoyance or ccjn- 
touipt, is tho true politeuoss which soci- 
ety does not always appreciate, or rath- 
er docs not discriininato from its poor 
olectro-plato couuturfoit, 

Aaollu^r glaring imp(ilit<'noHH of most 
polite sooioty is its self abnorption. It 
is so diflioult for persons who sot them- 
selves up as standard.s to understand 
that there ,'ire nllior standards in tho 
world, and oilier i)('0]ik! aro fidhnving 
tlieiii, and tliiir one class is just as im- 
portant to itself as tlio other. .Sometimes 
very polite persona taki) note of tho 
iiliunH revolving in another sphere in a 
good humored spirit of curiosity and in- 
dulgonco, asking putroiiiziug questions 
aud.exolaimiuKin pleasant astouishmeut 
■ h',i\ •i>-v''-i-i:i'.r-. , . ,v, 



ot oustoms and phrases not their ovra, 
and feel that they aro showing them- 
solvos very liberal and kindly in their 
ways, but that lino of conduct is no 
more polito than it is for tho other sort 
to ask questions and make commouts 
and handle ornaments and laugh at 
fashions which they, in turn, think 
strango and droll. 

True politeness, like true godliness, is 
to respect other persons not only in their 
rights, but in their tastes, and to carry 
into pructico the ■ rugged theory that 
"one luau is as good as another, ond 
perhaps n good deal moro so. " 

It was a member of very polito society 
— it was, iu fact, a peeress ot Great 
Britain — who tried ono Sunday to hoiir 
yiiurgeou preach, but, failing to find a 
seat, audibly remarked to her daughter: 

' ' Cor.io away^; We've done tbe ppUte 
to Ciod, and that's ohongh." 

Wo all havo hoard of the queen among 
tho Four Hundred who, when a guest 
broke a precious plate, immediately 
dropped the,nut;-,oraokers upon another 
and smoshdd"it also, remarking, "These 
plates break if yoir touch thom. " But to 
my mind that was not the exquisite piece 
of politeness it is gonorallj' considered. It 
was overstrained and obvious, and tho 
guest "doubtless felt herself accountahlo 
for two plates instead of one. Politeness 
must not be unnatural or artilicial if it 
is to ring true and clear. It must bo tho 
honest oulcomo of a sincere regard for 
other people. 

But space is limited, and I can only 
briefly mention a few items of tho im- 
politeness I most frequently sco prac- 
ticed in polito society. 

Any referenco whatever to ago is a 
crude aud dangerous compliment, to 
man or woman. I saw a lady of 86 B^eri- 
ously annoyed lately by a young man 
who asked her how young men dressed 
when sho was young. 

"In motley and caps and bolls, with 
baubles in their hands, much as they do 
now, "replied sho, glancing at tho fancy 
cano with which tho youth tapped his 
beardless chin. 

Another impoliteness is to try too 
much to liolp those who, whilo actually 
helpless, do not wish to appear so. Do 
not ask a lame man if this path is not 
too sti^op or these st^s too high and 
jn'oposo that he take the easy road, 
wiiilo every ono else climl)s tho diflioult 
ono. Let him choose for himself. Do not 
officiously offer to read things for per- 
sons who do not mention their wont of 
eyesight. Do not shout at deaf persons 
until j'ou llnd they cainiot hoar a low, 
distinct utterance. Do not look Bjmpa- 
thctically at a hunchback oi sontimeu- 
tally lower your voice and speak in a 
tone of plaintive indulgouco to ono 
whom you kuow to bo unhappy mile.ss 
they talk to you of their sorrow.
